Let's experiment 


Hands-on learning is a grcutwug of discovering the wonders of science. Here are a 
few experiments goa can trg oat using easiig available materials. Brush, up on the 
basics ofpkgsics and chemistrg and enjog being a scientist at home 


Wky doesn't tke 
ball bounce big Her? 



Does temperature affect tke bounce of a ball ? 
Let's find out. 

What you need: 

A wooden stake and a tennis ball 

Wkut yow do: 

• Fix tke wooden stake in tke gronnd and place a tennis ball 
on its top. 

• Release tke ball and observe tke keigkt of tke first boance. Do 
this thrice to get an average of the bouncing height. Mark the 
height on the stake. 

• Place tke ball in a freezer for about an hoar. 

• Again measare tke keigkt of the ball's first bounce when 
releasedfrom the top of the stake. 

Wkwt you find: 

Tke ball does not boance as kigk wken it is ckilled. 

Wky? 


Tke reason is tkat rabber is made of tkoasands of small 
molecales joined to form long ckains. At room temperataredke 
ckains pask togetker and pall apart witk ease and this 
flexibility of the chains allows the ball to boance high. 

When the ball is chilled, the chains of molecules become rigid 
and tke ball cannot boance as kigk as it did wken it was 
warm, and tke ckains we re flexible. 


Candle rock 

You will need: 

A blunt knife, a long candle, a long nail, two drinking 
glasses, a matckbox, two saacers. 

Wkat yon do: 

* Scrape awag some wax from tke flat end of tke candle 
witk a blant knife to expose tke wick. 

* Push a long nail tkroagk tke exact middle of the 
candle. Balance tke nail across tke rims of the two glasses. 

* Pat a saacer ander eack end of the candle. 

* Ask an adalt to ligkt tke wicks at botk ends, bat one 
wick aboat 15 seconds after the other. 

What do you see? 

After a minate, tke candle starts to rock ap and down 
like a seesaw! 

Wky does tkis happen? 

A drop of hot wax falls from one end of tke candle. 

Tkis end rises becaase it is a bit ligkter. Moments later, a 
drop falls from the otker end of tke candle and so it goes 
on. 

Tke balance of tke candle, tkat is its centre of gravity, 
keeps skijting. Tkis resalts in tke candle continaing to rock 
ap and down.
